Snort the British Ministers move the 
suspension of the Habeas Corpus act for 
Ireland on the assembling of Parliament, 
the Parnellite members of the House will 
offer the most strenuous and persistent oppo- 
sition.

A JOB THAT POOR GOVERNMENTS WOULD HAVE 
TO LET OUT. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasninorton, D. C., Dec. 16,—The House to- 
day passed the Pension Appropriation bill, with 
an amendinent striking out the provision rec- 
ommended by the Committee that the fees of 
the surgeon for examining pension cases shall be 
reduced from 92 to $1. There was no other 
change, and there was no effort to correct the 
“evils known to exist, and the still greater evils 
that are possible under existing laws. The 
House was more inexcusable for not doing 
this, in view of the remarkable statement made 
by Hubbell, of Michigan, the member of 
the Appropriation Committee having charge 
of the Dill. There are probably few 
Congressmen who would have had the nardihood 
to vote for the Arrears of Pensions bill had they 
realized the enormous sum which the bill would 
take from the Treasury, yet the presentation of 
the case made from the records of the Pension 
Office, 
AS SUBMITTED BY HUBBELL TO-DAY, 
differ only in detail from the statement that was 
made in Cong ress and by the press in opposition 
to the bill. It was stated by the Commissioner 
af Pensions, and in these dispatches, that 
the Arrears of Pensions bili would take from the 
Treasury, as the first payment, at the very outset, 
200.000, 000. The advocates of the measure 
hooted at this statement, declared that those 
who uttered it were the enemies of the soldiers, 
and that the maximum amount necessary to 
satisfy the requirements of the bill would be 
$20,000,000. But the demagogs drove their bill 
through both Houses, under whip and spur, 
threatened anybody with political death who 
opposed the measure in the interest of wise leg- 
islation or ot the taxpayers, and since that time 
on thestump have loudly claimed the credit for 
THIS EXTRAORDINARY ACT. 
How false their statements were, how dense 
their ignorance as to the subject about which 
they were legislating, is shown even from a 
hasty glance at the operations of the Arrears of 
Pensions bill. The bill appropriated $50,000,000. 
The sum for the current tiscal year was $32,404,- 
000. There was, however, a deficiency of $17,- 
000,000, which would have to be met, and, as the 
sum required for the next year would not be 
less than this, the Committee deemed it 
wise to report the full amount at once. 
To Neg. 1, 1880, more than $34,000,000 
have 3 paid out under the Arrears of Pen- 
sions act. The average sum paid to each pen- 
sioner under that act was $558. There are 21,- 
987 claims for arrears to be considered, and the 
average arrears in each of these cases will be 
$1,100. Deducting 30 per cent of these claims as 
the number which will not be proved valid, 
there still remain 197,018 claims for arrears, 
which, at an average of $1,100 each, amounts to 
THE ENORMOUS sun OF $217,599,800. 
Tunis. with the amount already paid, makes the 
Arrears bill cost in all $242,237,000. But this 
is only the beginning. This is simply for the 
arrears. In addition to this, the average annual 
payment after the first payment is $103. The 
average age of the pensioners is 41 years, which 
will make an annual appropriation necessary for 
years to come of over $46,000,000. But the 
amount appropriated is 
NOT THE ONLY SERIOUS OBJECTION. 
There is no sufficient guarantee that this vast 
sum goes into the hands of honest pensioners. 
The Government, which exacts the strictest re- 
sponsibility in disbursements in every other 
branch of the public service, which compels a 
private soldier who loses his pantaioons by fire 
in camp even tocome to Congress to be reim- 
bursed for them, has enacted no laws to provide 
any ‘adequate machinery to prevent the com- 
mission of the most stupendous frauds upon 
this munificent and sacred fund. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions may take no preventive 
measures. He cannot even. investigate a case 
unless there is something about it to 
make it seem suspicious. He can em- 
ploy no agents to prevent the 
of robber gangs, whose prey is a 
portion of the $250,000,000. He cannot even cross- 
examine witnesses, but must pass every case 
upon the ex-parte statements of the party in 
interest, and these cases themselves are exam- 
ined and approved by low-priced clerks. The 
result is that the Commissioner of Pensions de- 
clares that anybody who will make a false oath 
can, under existing laws, put himself in the way 
of receiving a pension, the first payment of 
which is $1,100.

Nevertheless, the apparent difficulties in the 
ease should be an incentive to a thorough in- 
vestigation of the whole subject, in all its bear- 
ings, and to the adoption af ail practicable 
measures which may tend toward securing the 
desired result. The abundance and superiority 
of the natural agencies and the force in this 
country essential to success in shipbuilding and 
navigation afford a ground for the belief that 
prosperity will at some future time dawn upon 
the maritime interest of the United States. 
Reference is here had especially to our vast re- 
sources of coal and iron, and the extent to 
which inventive genius has, in the manufacture 
of iron and in the construction of ships, sub- 
stituted mechanical wer for buman labor.

FITZ JOHN PORTER, 
THE LOOKED-FOR CORRESPONDENCE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.—The papers 
called for by the Senate, on motion of Gen. 
Logan, covering the matter of controversy be- 
tween Gen. Schofield, as President of the Fitz 
John Porter Board. and Maj. A. H. Gardiner, its 
Judge- Advocate and Recorder, will attract 
much attention , and must open the question of 
the fairness. of the Porter Board. The papers 
consist of a letter filed. with the Secretary of 
War by Gen. Schofield, as President of the 
Board, severely reflecting upon Maj. Gardiner in 
his capacity r Recorder, and, in a long com- 
munications reviewing this letter which the 
Secretary of War gave Maj. Gardiner 
leave to fle with the documents 
in the case, are merely formal letters of trans- 
mission. Gen. Schofield states that he places the 
statem ent which he makes before the Secretary 
of War for such action as he may deem proper 
to take. He then goes on to state that, for rea- 
sons which seemed sufficient, Maj. Gardiner was 
strictly excluded from the deliberations of the 
Board and from any knowledge of the report in 
the case, and the clerk copying the letter was 
strictly enjoined not-to make known any part of 
it to Maj. Gardiner; that Maj. Gardiner's re- 


uest to have the reports sealed and de- 
vered to him to transmit with his 
record was denied. He was distinctly informed 
that the report would be sent by the to 
the Secretary of War. 


GEN. SCHOFIELD 


further says that Maj. Gardiner has obtained a

DETAILS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The National Board of 
Trade adopted a report indo the work of 
the National Board of Health. report of 
the Committee of experts appointed soon after 
the last annual meeting upon the subject of 
adulteration of food and drugs, towether with a 
draft ot the National law to prevent such adul- 
teration, were presented and adopted. The 
Secretary of the Board was directed to transmit 
to © a copy of the report and a 
draft the bill. and to request, in 
behalf of the National the en- 
actment of the proposed law. The draft of 
the bill referred to prohibits any person or 
corporation from selling or offering for sale any 
article of food or drugs adulterated within the 
meaning of the proposed act, and defines care- 
fully what shall be deemed to be an adultera- 
tion. In order to carry into effect the provisions 
of the act in regard to the examination of im- 
ported and domestic food and drugs, the re- 
tary of the Treasury is authorized to appoint 
from the names submitted to him by the Na- 
tional Board of Health, suitably qualified per- 
sous as Public Analyists, and as Special In- 
spectors, to examine and report violations of 
the proposed law. 

RESOLUTIONS 

were adopted urging Congress to relieve the

COMMISSIONER FINK. 


A MONOPOLY DEFENDED BY ITS AGENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, Dec. 16.—Commissioner Fink, who 
is possibly more familiar than almost any one 
else with the railroad systems of the entire 
country, said that he had read Judge Jere 
Black's letter to the Chamber of Commerce on 
freight charges, and had intended replying to it, 
but he had not yet had time todoso. He had 
not, however, read George Ticknor Curtis’ re- 
ply published this morning. “The sub- 
ject,” he said, “is one 80 com- 
plicated that hasty criticisms cannot 
justly be made, and careful consideration is 
necessary. Judge Black, although an able 
lawyer, knows nothing practically of railroad 
management. His general claim that railroads 
belong to the State, and that the men who have 


|} invested in them have no proprietary rights, but 


only own a franchise and act as agents for the 
State, is absurd. What man would invest 
his money in a railroad if what de 
purchased was not to be his, but 
the State’s? Nobody would take so enormous a 
risk, however large the profits might promise to 
be. The State can never have any such control 
over a private corporation, and was never in- 
tended to have any such interest in the vested 
rights of a citizen.”

richts?“ inquired the reporter. 

“Exactly; the State grantscertain. pri vileges 
for the public benefit, and imposes certain 
duties,” was the reply. The roads are only 
amenable to the State as common carriers, and 
the law applies alike to all, whether they 
carry by railroad, steamboat, wagon, ferry, 
or whether the carrier takes his load 
on his back. “ The carrier has a proprietary 
right in these implements of his trade, ang the 
rights of the Government only extend to the 
protection of the public. The State cannot 
rerulate tariff so long as no injustice is done to 
the customer.”’

SPURIOUS AMERICAN “ BUTTER.” 


An American’s Complaint in the Lon- 
don “Times,” and Some of the Facts 
on Which It Is Based.

Inquiry at the Butter, Cheese, and Egg Ex- 
change, and among butter exporters, developed 
some interesting facts about the sueine 
trade. It began in Cincinnati and Chicago early 
lam summer. The largest firm manufacturing 
sueine, or sowine as the buttermen call it, 
calis itself a “dairy company.” Enor- 
mous quantities or sueine ‘have been 
manufactured in Chicago and Cincinnati 
during the past six months. Most of it 
bas been shipped directly to London and Liver- 
pool, but some has been shipped to New York 
firms, and here sold or exported. It is frequent. 
ly marked “fine creamery butter.“ As the sue- 
ine is composed of about 25 per cent of good but- 
ter, worth from 28 to 3% cents per pound, 
and 75 per cent of lard, worth nine 
cents per pound, and the product sells 
for 27 cents per pound, there is a very large 
margin for profits, and it was stated at the 
Butter Exchange that some of the largest and 
most respectable butter firms here and in the 
West are dealing in it. A member of the firm of 
H. K. & F. B. Thurber & Co. said yesterday that 
the export of sueine during the fall has been 


constantl increasing until 
e evil 


the favor expected abroad, 
and exporters find that they have been 
losing heavily. Ittakes too much of the best 
quality of butter to conceal the lardy appear- 
ance and taste of the sueine to meke the mix- 
ture profitable, for the lard is easily detected on 
investigation, and even where a per cent 
of butter is used the product remains soft like 
lard instead of becoming hard like butter or 
oleomargarine. The export of oleomargarine 
has, itis said, almost but the export 
of oleom ne oil or unchurned oleo- 
margarine constantly increasing. Most of 
this oll is shipped to Holland, where there are 
100 large factories where it is churned with milk 
and made into oleomargarine or “ butterine.”’ 
This is manufactured in Holland instead of this 
country, because it can reach the London mar- 
ket within forty-eight hours of manufacture, 
and in its first state brings a much higher price; 

It is notorious that no statistics as to the rel- 
ative amounts of exports of butter, oleomar- 
garine, and sueine can be obtained, since all are 
classed as butter by the Treasury officials. The 
National Association for the Prevention of 
Adulteration of Butter has recently ted

butter counterfeits in the Custom-House here, 
and to prevent the export of these products un- 
less they are properly branded. Collector Mer- 
ritt tavors the appointment of such an expert, 
not only for the pretection of the butter trade, 
but in order that the Government may 
secure trustworthy statistics on the sub- 
ject, and if authorized will hold ves- 
sels until their cargoes of counterfeit but- 
ter have been properly branded. Under the 
present law sueine would have to be branded 
oleomargarine, as it is made of the fat of ani- 
mals.

Shirking Jury Duty. 
Albany Law Journal. 

We thought we had heard of every conceiv- 
able excuse for shirk jury duty, but a new 
one has recently been invented in the City of 
New York. A juror asked to be excused on the 
ground that he belonged to the Reformed Pres- 
pyterian Church, the creed of which, he said, 
maintains that it is wrong to do any legal busi- 
ness under the present Constitution of the United 
States, since it does not mention „ or 
acknowledge Him as the “Author of national 
existence and the source of all power and at- 
thority in civil government, and Jesus Christ as 
the Ruler of nations, and the Bible as the 
foundation of law and the supreme rule tor 
the conduct of nations.” The juror argued 
that as jurors are executive vu rs created 
by the Constitution, he could not con- 
scientiously serve on that account. But 
the Court, taking a different view of the mat- 
ter, cruelly compelled the scrupulous man to 
serve. Wendell Phillips, after preparing forthe 
Bar, declined to follow the profession, it is said, 
because of the requirement of an oath to sup- 

rt the Federal Constitution. His objection,

for he denounced the Constitution as “a cove- 
nant with death and league with hell.“ But we 
should think the juror might be satisfied with 
the Declaration of Independence, which recog- 
nizes God, the Creator, the Supreme Jndge, and 
expresses a “ firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence.“ in the act of separation 
from the mother country.

Tur Mississippi Levee Commission are 
wondrous kind. Itis reported from Wash- 
ington that they have practiced self-denial to 
the extraordinary extent of being willing to 
accept the small sum of eighteen hundred 
thousand dollars of public taxes as a first 
installment to begin the work of building 
levees for the planters, Their first intention 
was to insert their paws in the Public Treas- 
ury and grab six millions. Fearing that so 
large a litt of loot might cause unpleasant 
feelings on the part of the public and occasion 
invidious talk, thesechaps with rare abnega- 
tion have reined themselves in, and now 
only propose to filch the trifle of a million 
and three-quarters, and thus exploit the 
Treasury by easy grabs until the people be- 
come accustomed to the process of plunder. 
Randall Gibson, of New Orleans, is the 
modest, retiring gentleman at the head of this 
syndicate of pirates. The country may as 
well understand that if Congress begins this 
scheme of Mississippi levee-building the 
expenditure of one hundred millions will 
not measure the job. 

An expenditure of $250,000 in opening an 
outlet from the Mississippi River into Lake 
Borgne, a few miles below New Orleans, will 
do more to prevent overfiows than fifty mill- 
ions spent on buikiing embankments to dam 
up and hold in the river floods, The two 
schemes differ like those of building adam and 
cutting throa dam.

WHAT BECOMES OF THE MONEY? 

Congress authorized the first of the war 
currency in February, 1862, and the first is- 
sue of legal-tender notes was handled back- 
ward and forward by the Treasury until 
April, 1869, after which date all notes of this 
first issue, as they were ieceived in the 
Treasury, were withdrawn and canceled, and 
other notes of the issue of 1869” were given 
out in thelr place. These were again super- 
seded by the issue of 1874, by another issue in 
1875, and by an issue of 1878 and of 1880,—the 
two last mention ed being still continuea. On 
the Ist of July, 1869, all the legal-tender notes 
outstanding were of the first issue, and 
amounted to $356,000,000; a year later the 
amount outstanding of that issue was reduced 
to $289,000,000. In 1876 the amount of that 
first issue still outstanding was $27,859,000, 
On the ist of July, 1880, the total amount of 
that issue still outstanding, and which had 
never passed through the Treasury since 
July, 1869, was $15,333,361, the redemptions 
during the preceding four years having been 
about $12,500,000. No notes dated prior to 1869 
have been paid out of the Treasury 
since that date, so that this $15,000,000 repre- 
sents all of that issue which has been lost, 
destroyed, or remains hoarded away of the 
greenbacks in circulation from 1862 and prior 
to 1869. The whole amount of these notes 
issued was $669,321,000, and the amount yet 
missing is only about 24¢ per cent of the 
whole issue. It is curious to note the de- 
nominations of the notes which are still out- 
standing, and which for eleven years have 
never passed through the hands of any of 
the branches or officers of the Treasury. The 
missing notes are thus classified:

It will be seen that the bulk of these miss- 
ing notes are of the denominations of fives, 
tens, and twenties, though overa million of 
dollars in notes of five hundred and one 
thousand dollars are still outstanding. Dur- 
ing the year preceding July 1, 1880, there had 
been presented at the Treasury: Ones, $18,000; 
twos, $26,000; fives, $265,000; tens, $415,000; 
twenties, $418,000; fifties, $56,000; one hun- 
dreds, , $97,000; five hundreds, $112,000; and 
of one thousands, $143,000, or in all $1,416,- 
500. The larger notes are probably hoarded 
away, while the losses, whatever they may 
be,and which are evidently much less than 
is generally supposed, have been, among the 
five and ten dollar notes. ‘The fractions given 
in the figures represent as outstanding the 
lost portions of the notes, not allowed for 
when the other parts of the bills are re- 
deemed. 


THE NEW PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The Southern Pacific and the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railways are only seven- 
ty-two miles apart. They will meet by Feb. 
1. Passengers are now transferred by stage. 
When the remaining section is finished, both 
passengers and freights will be taken be- 
tween San Francisco and all Eastern points 
on through rates: This connection will re- 
lease the Central and Southern Pacifics, 


and fare as was expected from a road 


built by Government credit. On the 
contrary, it has been made an ingenious 
instrument of public robbery. Fares and 
freights have been maintained at exorbitant 
rates. Immense dividends have been de- 
clared on a fictitious capital; and the an- 
nouncement of an intended increase of 
the dividends on water stock to 7 per cent 
is simultaneous with an advance of the, first 


scrip, supposed to represent the capital stock, 


of the road, far above par. Moreover, to 
pay these undeserved earnings the Govern- 
ment stands in to lose principal and interest 
of a debt of $93,000,000, contracted on behalf 
of a gigantic organized swindle. | 

The new road has not cost the Government 
a dollar in money or credit. It was built 
wholly with the cash of its projectors. Not 
only is this true, but it has probably been the 
means of preventing an enormous subsidy, 
originally put at $50,000 a mile for 1,400 miles, 
to the Texas PacificCompany. TheSouthern 
Pacific will not be obliged to pay earnings on 
watered stock. It will have an immense ad- 
vantage over its competitor from the start. 
Though one end ofit will be owned by the 
Central Pacific, it will still be compelled to 
reduce rates in order to draw traffic sufficient 
to pay the interest en its cost. Certainly the 
outlook for the future of commerce between 
the West and the East is brighter now than 
it has been before for many years. 

The new route, while it makes through 
connections for the present, is only a tem- 
porary arrangement. It increases the num- 
ber of Pacific roads to two. But in a few 
years, at most, there will be four such lines. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé is build- 
ing an independent road from its present 
point of junction at Florida Pass to Guaymas, 
on the Gulf of California. It will also con- 
nect at Albuquerque with the new Atlantic 
& Pacific, which will run an independent 
line to San Francisco. The Southern Pacitic 
has nearly reached El Paso, and from that 
point will build either to San Antonio or to 
Fort Worth, obtaining the Texas Pacific 
land grant for that purpose. Thus, there 
will be three distinct roads from Albuquerque 
to the Pacific, or, cbunting the connections of 
the Atchison Company as one line, there will 
be two separate reads. The present Pacific 
Railroad and the Northern Pacific will fur- 
nish two more. These four roads ought to 
furnish abundant facilities for trade between 
the two oceans for a generation to come, 


“CARPET-BAGGERS” AND STATE-RIGHTS. 

The President has appointed Judge W. 
B. Woods, of Alabama, to the place on the 
Supreme Court Bench made vacant by the 
resignation of Judge Strong. Before the 
War Judge Woods was a practicing lawyer 
in Ohio, of recognized ability and high 
personal character. He served in the War, 
and at its close took up his residence in 
Alabama. He was subsequently appointed 
Judge of the United States District Court, 
and at a later date, after the Circuit Courts 
were established, he was made Judge of the 
Alabama Cireult. His service as Judge has 
been universally acceptable; his ability, his 
learning, his industry, and his general fit- 
ness for the judicial office have been con- 
ceded; there has never been a word of ob- 
jection made as to his qualifications. 

Now, however, it has been discovered that 
he isa “carpet-bagger,’’ thatis, that he is a 
native of a Northern State; and his appoint- 
ment is objected to because he is not a 
native-born citizen of the South. 

It is time that this class of objection should 
be silenced’ It is enough on the score cf 
residence that Judge Woods is a citizen of 
the United States. He has resided in that 
district fifteen years, and it would be inter- 
esting to have it pointed out how long a 
citizen of the United States removing from 
a Northern to a Southern State must re- 
side in the latter before he ceases to be a 
*“ carpet-bagger and becomes entitled to be 
recognized in his new home to equal privi 
ges as a citizen. The office to which he 
has been appointed is that of a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
an office whose duties are not limited by 
State lines and whose constituency is as 
broad as the whole Nation. There is 
no law or eustom which prescribes 
the previous residence of the persons to 
be appointed to that Court; any citi- 
zen of the United States properly quali- 
fied is eligible without any reference to 
his residence, past or present. Why then 
should Judge Woods be opposed because, 
while he is now a resident of Alabama, he 
has only resided there fifteen years? 

It is time that this class of objection should 
notonly be silenced but should be rebuked. 
It is only made by sectional-minded persons 
resident at the South. Persons born and 
raised at the South who move into Northern 
States never have anything to say about 
“carpet-baggers,” nor is that suggestion 
ever made as a reason why they should not 
be appointed or elected to office in Northern 
States. In many of the Western States, 
including Illinois, there are fully as many 
persons holding judicial offices who have 
migrated hither from the Southern States as 
there are men of Northern birth. So with 
all the other offices in the Western and North- 
western States; the persons elected to them 
are largely taken from those who have come 
hither from the Southern States. At least 
two of the persons elected President of the 
United States, Harrison and Lincoln, were

THE FLOOD OF PENSIONS. 

The work of the House of Representatives 
yesterday was confined to the passage of the 
Pension Appropriation bill. It sets aside the 
good round sum of $50,000,000 for the pay- 
ment of peusiens during the next fiscal year, 
and was accompanjed by the intimation that 
$17,000,000 additional will be asked to make 
good the deficiency in the appropriation for 
the current year. This is a showing which 
in one sense does infinit credit to the mag- 


nanimity of the American Government, and 


in another signalizes the vast resources of 
the country; but it would startle any other 
taxpaying people of the world intoa very 
panie of apprehension. 

The chief item of interest in the dis- 
cussion of the bill in the Committee of 
the Whole was the frank admission made by 
Mr. Hubbell, who was in charge of the bill, 
of the enormous expenditures involved by 
the Arrears bill. It was somewhat unusual 
for the representative of a committee report- 
ing back a bill to dwell upon the magnitude 
of the proposed expenditures, and this atti- 
tude gave old Copperheads like Sparks the 
rare opportunity of posing as special advo- 
cates and defenders of the Union soldiers 
whom they were in the habit of denouncing as 
“ Lincoln’s hitelings” during the War. Nev- 
ertheless, Mr. Hubbell’s statements were 
timely, and it-is surprising that his comments 
and the bill were allowed to pass without de- 
vising some remedy which would have at 
least kept down the frauds that are practiced 
upon the Pension Commissioner, and which 
that officer himself believes it to be powerless 
to avert under the present law. The point was 
made by certain Congressmen in extenua- 
tion of the apparent indifference shown to 
Mr. Hubbell’s revelations that the prop- 
er means to correct defects in the 
law should be presented by the Pensicns 
Committee. But this is not sufficient ex- 
euse for delaying action that may 
now never be taken. It is the habit of Con- 
gress to affix to appropriation bills any 
riders, however foreign to the subject mat- 
ter, that suits partisan purposes. Certainly 
there would be no impropriety in incorpor- 
ating into a bill any provision calculated to 
reduce expenditures by defeating fraud. in 
the face of Mr. Hubbell’s statements, which 
were not challenged, the Pension bill should 
not have been passed without such amend- 
ment as should confine the ample benefits of 
the Arrears act at least to those entitled to 
them. 

The Arrears bill originally provided $25,- 
000,000 for the extra expenditures which 
would beincurred by its provisions. Already 
the sum of $34,000,000 has been paid out as a 
direct result of that measure, and the annual 
pension charge has jumped up from $36,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000. There are now nearly 
282,000 claimants to be satisfied. it has 
been the experience of the Pension Bureau 
that 30 per cent of the claims are disallowed. 
Conceding a similar reduction in the whole 
line of claimants, and the payment of $1,100 as 
arrears to each of the remainder, the sum of 
$217,500,000 will be required. This sum, 
added to the $34,000,000 already paid, will 
make a total of about $252,000,000 to repre- 
sent the first payment of arrearages, besides 
the permanent annual charge. This new 
army of pensioners will be upon the Gov- 
ernment at the rate of over $100 each 
perannum. All this has ‘been provided for, 
and is not likely to be changed unless the 
Government shall be confronted with bank- 
ruptey; but certainly so vast an expenditure 
demands the utmost caution and the surest 
safeguards in its disbursement. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Pensions have frequently asked for a pro- 
vision of law that shall require public and 
quasi-judicial examination of claimants, in- 
stead of the ex-parte affidavits upon which 
the new pensions are granted. Mr. Hub- 
bell’s remarks pointedly directed the at- 
tention of Congress to this necessity at 
the most opportune moment, because 
it was at a time when the money to meet the 
next year’s share of disbursements was 
voted; and yet no effort was made to provide 
against the frauds in the future of which the 
frauds of the past have given warning. The 
omission can only be explained upon the 
demagogical inclination of every member of 
Congress, which prompts him to avoid giving 
any opportunity for charging him with an- 
tagonizing the interests of the soldier. In 
this case the anxiety to escape the appear- 
ance of such an attitude led Congress to 
work an injury to the Government in the in- 
terest of swindlers who are not entitled to 
the benefits of which they rob the deserving 
soldier. 


PROVISION FOR OUR EX-PRESIDENTS. 

The recommendations of President Hayes 
in his recent message with reference to Gen. 
Grant, the talk and agitation in Washington, 
and the appeals which have been recently 
made to the public to collect a retiring fund 
for the benefit of our ex-Presidents, a por- 
tion of which has already been subscribed, 
show that there is a strong popular feeling

If Supreme 
Judges and army officers are to be retired 
upon salaries that relieve them from any fur- 
ther anxiety and place them beyond the pos- 
sibility of want in their old age, why should 
the Executive, who outranks them, be turned 
out without any provision? Is it just, or 
even equitable, for instance, that Gen. 
Grant, who served his country with such 
distinction and who saved it in the 
time of its extremity, should be 
turned out without money and with- 
out business, spending his time trying 
to find something to do, while officers whom 
he may have commanded are living at their 
ease upon the retired list? Is it just or even 
equitable that the people should call a man 
from his retirement, install him in a position 
where they do not expect him to save any- 
thing, and then turn him out again with his 
knowledge that they do not expect him to 
do anything, unless he has a farm to which 
he can retire? If the etiquet of tradition 
does not favor his going into a law office, or 
a bank, or a store again, or running for local 
office, then certainly some provision 
should be made for him. There is not 
a Government in the world, among 
civilized nations at least, which does 
not provide for its public servants, and in 
England and France that provision takes the 
form of splendid liberality, even munificence. 
The annuities granted to the Royal family in 
England and the favors that were heaped 
upon the Duke of Wellington, whose services 
were small as compared with those of Gen. 
Grant, are a fair example of the princely 
manner in which European Powers. reward 
those who have been of service to them, and 
some who are of no service at all, That 
private citizens should undertake the 
collection of a fund the income of 
is to be devoted to the sup 
port of our ex-Presidents, is creditable 
to their public spirit and patriotic generosity, 
but it would be more grateful and graceful, 
and more in accordance with the fitness of 
things and with the National character of 
the services of the beneficiaries, to have this 
fund established by Congress and thus rep- 
resent the entire people; and there is no 
measure which the present or the next Con- 
gress could pass that would be more heartily

ADMIRAL WORDEN, of the United States 
navy, has come off victorious in a libel suit. 
In 1872, Mr. Maurice, the plaintiff, Assistant 
Professor of Modern Languages at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis, forwarded his resigna- 
tion. Commodore Worden was Superintendent 
of the Academy. He made an indorsement on 
the resignation, to the effect that it was tend- 
ered in consequence of charges of a very grave 
character, and be advised the immediate ac- 
ceptance of it. Maurice heard of thisin 1878, 
and sued the Admiral for $20,000 damages in the 
State Court. The defense was that the indorse-. 
ment was a privileged communication. The 
lower Court upheld this view. The Court of Ap- 
peals reversed its verdict and remanded the 
case. The defendant-took a removal to the 
United States Court, which gave a verdict 
in his favor. In passing on the prayers offered 
by counsel, Judge Morris said, as regards the 
question of the indorsement on the resignation 
being privileged, that it was divided into two 
parts, whether it was absolutely privileged or 
qualifiedly so. Without expressing an opinion 
on the question of absolute privilege, he held 
(under a decision of Judge Drummond in 3 Bu- 
sel) that, as this case was moved into the United 
States Court after that question had been passed 
upon in the State Court, the parties were bound 
by that decision. That left the communication 
or indorsement as partially privileged. In that 
aspect the plaintiff had to prove that the defend- 
ant acted without probable cause, and that his 
action was due to malice. Giving all weight to 
everything testified in behalf of the plaintiff, he 
had offered no evidence to sustain this burden 
of proof. There was no fact for the jury to pass 
on, and, as he would have to set their verdict

THE GREEK QUESTION. 
ENGLAND’S POSITION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The Times, in its lead- 
ing editorial on the Greek question, says: 
The initiative in this question no longer rests 
with England. It began with France, and 
the question still awaits the definit action of 
France. England is resolved to support the 
collective judgment of Europe, and not to 
proceed alone. If France thinks fit to re- 
sume the proposal made at the Berlin Con- 
ference, or to propose other terms acceptable 
to Greece and consistent with the pledges 
given at the conference, England will join 
the powers in securing acceptance by the 
Porte. 

THE PORTE’S PROPOSITION. 

The Porte’s latest note on the Greek ques- 
tion proposes, gs a basis of negotiation, the 
proposal made by the Porte m its note of 
Oct. 3,—namely: that its cession of territory 
should not include Janina, Metzova, and La- 
rissa. This proposal has been hitherto utter- 
ly scouted by Greece. 

The Porte in its note states that the mili- 
tary preparations of Greece have been pushed 
forward until the whole country is one vast 
camp; that the press inflames the people by 
violent articles against Turkey; that brigand- 
age is carried on on a large scale, and that 
formidable bands cross the frontier, but that 
the Porte will remain calm while taking pre- 
cautions against possible attacks. 

THE FRENCH VIEW. 

Paris, Dec. 16.—The Temps, replying to 
the article in the London Times this morn- 
ing on the Greek question, maintains that the 
French proposals, having been accepted by 
the Powers, now become European propos- 
als. It consequently appertains to the whole 
of Europe to determine upon collective ac- 
tion. England took the initiative in the ne- 
gotiations for effecting the execution of the 
Berlin treaty. It is, therefore, Engiand, not 
France, that should advance the proposals 
forthe settlement of the Greek question. 

THE ARBITRATION SCHEME. 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—A correspondent at 
Vienna says it is believed that the idea of 
European arbitration in the Greek question, 
even if seriously proposed, would not have 
the slightest chance of realizing the end con- 
templated.

‘terest every American. Speaking of the im 
portation of American cattle he said that the 
prediction that the English farmer would be 
crushed out by the American importations 
would never be fulfilled. As between the 
English farmer and the American farmer it 
was not a matter of competition at all, he 
thought. It was rather a matter of codpera- 
tion, as the American farmer was just as 
heavily taxed as the Englishman, the cost of 
labor was greater to him, and he had @ vast 
distance to travel over in order to find a mar- 
ket for his products. :

SOUTH AMERICA, 
MOVING ON THE PERUVIAN CAPITAL, 

PANAMA, Dec. 16.—The long-expected 
Chilian advance on Lima is at last an actual- 
ity. Nov. 19 eighteen vessels, all war vessels 
orarmy transports, except four sailing vessels, 
which were towed, appeared off Pisco. The 
Angamo and two other vessels steamed into 
the harbor, the former approaching the mole 
as closely as possible and sent an officer ashore, 
who demanded the surrender of the place, 
which was refused. Fire was at once opened 
from the ships and returned by the Peruvian 
force on shore. There were Only 1,200 men, 
commanded by Col. Zamudi. The landing at 
Pisco was resisted so hotly that most of the 
Chilians landed at Paracas, about ten miles 
off, and immediately marched on Pisco, al- 
most surrounding Zamudi’s small force, 
That officer, hopeless of further defense 
without the sacrifice of his entire force, 

RETIRED, 

after blowing up the shore section of the 
wharf, and destroying other property to pre- 
vent its falling into Chilian hands. The roll- 
ing-stock of the Pisco Railroad was burned,— 
a severe loss to the English bondholders. 
The Peruvian loss in the fight is placed at 150 
men and the Chilian loss at thrice that num- 


r. 

The Chilian force landed consisted of the 
Second and Fourth Regiments of 1,200 men 
each, the Coquimbo, Talca, Calahaqua, Chal- 
aco, and Ataicaima Regiments of 1,200 men 
each, a naval brigade of 900 men and 800 ar- 
tillery and cavalry, making in all 10,000 men. 
The transports having landed the troops, they 
returned to Arica for further reinforcements, 
which will be landed nearer Lima, probably 
at Cerro Azul, and thence move on the Cap- 


ital. 

PISCO 
is 126 miles from Lima and seventy fromCerro 
Azul. The force landed at Pisco will proba- 
bly destroy all the townsin the Yea Valley 
and then enter the Canete Valley, which they 
will probably make their base of operations. 

The march to Lima will be resisted step by 
step. To this end three divisions left Lima 
on the night of the 19th. They have with 
them eighty-five pieces of artillery. Every 
post of advantage will be occupied, and the 
enemy’s advance harassed and opposed to 
the utmost. The road the invaders have to 
traverse is 7 

PARTICULARLY UNFAVORABLE 
for such purposes, abounding in ravines and 
passes, easily defensible by resolute soldiery, 
and affording almost certain numerous op- 
portunities for administering checks to in- 
vaders. 

The force lately landed has not yet begun 
its advance, though a battalion of Chilian 
cavalry was reported on the road eighteen 
miles from Pisco.

AUSTRIA, 
A COURT SENSATION. 

Vienna, Dec. 16.—The Emperor and Crown 
Prince Rudolph have declined a bail at the 
Opera-House, tendered by the City of Vienna 
on the occasion of the marriage of the Crown 
Prince, and have requested that the money 
intended to be appropriated for that enter- 
tainment shall be given to the poorof Vienna, 
atthe same time offering liberal contribu- 
tions themselves for the same purpose. This 
is the result of the scandal created by the 
Town Council appointing a committee to in- 
vestigate the rumors that the Crown Prince 
had ordered furniture and household equip- 
ments for his new establishment from Paris; 
the appointment of the Committee being ac- 
companied by severe comments of members 
of the Municipal Council on the Royal fam- 
ily patronizing foreign tradesmen. The in- 
quiry showed these rumors to be false, and 
at the moment when the Committee was mak- 
ing a report to that effect a letter was re- 
ceived from the Minister President of the 
Imperial Council informing the Burgomaster 
that the Emperor and the Crown Prince must 
decline the city’s hospitality. 

NEW LOAN. 

The Lower House of the Reichsrath agreed 
to the proposed Government loan of 13,500,- 
000 florins. 


TURKEY. 
TROOPS ON THE MONTENEGRIN FRONTIER. 

Raausa, Dec. 16.—The Porte, with a view 
to the loyal fulfillment of its engagements, 
has echeloned seventeen battalions of troops 
on the Murcd-Montenegrin frontier, with 
instructions to prevent the Albanians from 
interfering with Duleigno.

Adele Vergeri received the visits of the 
brothers with much sang froid. To her it 
was amusing to see first one, then the other, 
come puffing and blowing in his desire to be 
the first to greet her. Neither would give in 
to the other, and Adéle had to escort them 
both out, as neither would leave the other 
alone with her. So terrible became 
the jealousy between the brothers that 
they would not speak with each 
other. It had, however, to be settled at last, 
as Adéle Vergeri threatened that unless her 
courtship ceased be mixed with hatred 
she would have to ask the brothers to desist 
from calling upon her. The brothers met. 
They had parted with Adéie Vergeri, and 
both confronted each other in one of the

André Berni then arose, and, with a 
smile on his face, turned to leave. Hard- 
ly had he reached the door of the cabaret 
when he threw up his hands and fell sense- 
less. He was quickly carried to the Hospital 
Tenon, but died shortly after reaching it, of 
concussion of the brain and paralysis of the 
heart. Auguste Berni, craz by o ruin he 
had drank, recovering from his faint, ran 
madly through the streets, and has not been 
seen since. 

Adéle Vergeri, the humble cook of La Vil- 
lette, when she heard of the death of André 
and the disappearance of Auguste, merely 
shrugged her shoulders.

IMMIGRANT FARES. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yor, Dec. 16.—The New York Central 
and the Erie Companies do not like the action 
of the Commissioners of Immigration in acting 
favorably upon the tion of the 
Pennsylvania Road relative to the non- 
payment of commissions on immigrant 
tickets, and the sales of orders by the 
steamship companies.

There was a law which sho uld 
be enforced in regard to labeling adulterated 
butter and cheese.

The 
movement by the farmers during the past six 
or seven weeks has been heavy. e small re- 
ceipts early in the season were largely owing to 
farmers doing their fall work before selling, as 
last year they lost by selling ery The ra- 
roads, now that construction work has stopped, 
are short of motive power and fuel, and inter- 
fered with by snow and intense cold, and are 
unable to move much wheat. The early winter 
has made fuel scarce and stopped thrashing 
earlier than usual, so that on some of the ioads 
one-quarter to one-third of the wheat is still in 
stacks and must remain so while the severe 
weather lasts. The great bulk of the crop is 
still in the State, and until the car blockade is 
raised the outward movement must be light.

To enumerate the exploits of the thousands of 
chronic dead-beats who infest the large cities 
would be an endless task, but once in a while 
there is brought to public notice a man who be- 
longs to the class who “never miss a meal or 
pay a cent,“ and whose adamantine cheek and 
unsurpassable gall should entitie him to a niche 
in history.

DOMESTIC SERVICE. 


The System Discussed by the So- 
cial Science Association. 


up 


Paper by Mrs. Peirco—She Finds a Remedy 
in Co-operation. 


The Illinois Social Science Association held a 
regular monthly meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the lecture room of the First Methodist Charch, 
Mrs. Helen E. Starrett, President, in the chair. 
On calling the meeting to order, Mrs. Starrett 
stated that it was under the charge of the Com- 
mittee on Domestic Economy, whose Chairman, 
Mrs. M. Fay Peirce, would address the Associa- 
tion on 

“THE PRESENT SYSTEM OF DOMESTIC SERVICE: 
Its Defects and Their Remedies.”’ 

Mrs. Peirce, a pleasant, somewhat petite lady, 
with a long and variedexperience in both prac- 
tical and experimental housekeeping,—in her 
own home and in the Cambridge schools,—cor- 
rected the announcement that she would read a 
formal paper, and stated that it was her pur- 
pose to merely give a familiar, neighborly talk 
on atopic which she had been considering in one 
way and another for the past twenty years. It 
would be weil, in the first place, to inquire 
whether there had been any change in the rela- 
tive positions of servants and mistresses since 
housekeeping first began. In olden times serv- 
ants were slaves. Those employed in addition 
to the reguiar slaves, and ignated as hired 
servants, were of a lower order. The system of 
domestic service had changed since then from 
slavery to freedom, thus presenting a new fac- 
tor in dealing with the question. In addition to 
this, the character of the mistresses them- 
selves had changed. Down to the 
reign of the  Charieses, ladies were 
accustomed to superintend the domestic labors 
in their households and to sell the product of 
this industry. The change was first brought 
about by the Huguenots, who, settli in En- 
gland. combined together and set up cloth man- 
ufactories. From this time on, according to one 
of the early historians, women were more ad- 
dicted to fp age the mgnufactories giving 
them less todo. In place“ovf the domestic em- 
ployments women came ts devote their spare 
time more to reading learning. The changes 
in the mistresses were therefore later than the 
changes in the servants; But the old house- 
keeping had just as much to be done as it had 
8,000 years ago. Unable in many cases and from 
various causes to attend to it themselves, as did 
their great grandmothers, the women of to-day 
were compelled to turn it over to servants,—not 
slaves, who could be taught once for ali, but the 
migratory domestics of the modern age. The 
defects of the present system were known to 
everybody. 

THE LADY'S FIRST REMEDY 
was that every woman with.a home devote ber 
time to it, provided she had a tact for it, as 
her first duty. For a woman with different tal- 
ents, and no liking for mechauical pursuits, the 
lady suggested that she apply herself in the di- 
rection in which she was ed and employ oth- 
ers to do the work about the house,—the sewing, 
the brewing, the baking, ete. Frequently this 
course was not only the most economic but 
led to distinguished success in the chosen field 
: labor, as in the case, for instance, of Jennie 
une. 

But the present system of housekeeping, in 
Mrs. Peirce’s opinion, was opposed to all ideas and 
principles of modern industry. The system of 
the future, in her opinion, was the domestic co- 
operative system, by which several housekeepers 
would club together, buy more cheaply, and ob- 
tain the best help. The fact was, that servants 
were just as free as their mistresses. 
that, they got tired of doing a good 
everything, and wanted a change. In ber opin- 
ion, the labors of the serving class should be di- 
vided, just as the labors of a large mill were ai- 
vided among hundreds of operatives. As it was, 
they were required ta dd so many things that 
their brains became tired, and poor service 
was the result. Servants generally required 
superintendence, which was something that the 
modern mistress could not give. With the work 
thus divided, giving each servant a particular 
class of work to do, there would be more con- 
tentment on the part of the serving class and 
far more satisfaction experienced by the mis- 
tress. But, in order to bring about this system 
of codperative labor, it was necessary, as a means 
of proper training, to organize a codperative 
store, at which, say, fifty families should buy all 
that they needed tor their several houses. After 
that cooperative housekeeping would foilow 
easily and naturally. In short, codperation was 
the grand system on which future housekeep- 

was to be successfully conduct 

he subject—a very fruitful one—was dis- 
cussed at some length, and no little practical 
e rience brought to its consideration. 

rs. Babbit agreed with Mrs. Peirce that 
women who could keep house ought to do so, 
2 t those whose talents lay in a different 
direction ought to improve those talents, and let 
out the job of keeping house to a housekeeper 
and the servants. As to codperation, the lad 
was not inclined to cast in her adherence until 
the subject had been somewhat discussed. 

Mrs. Wolley, while deprecati enything like 
namby-pambyism in dealing with servants, be- 
lieved that mistresses should look upon them as 
co-workers in the cause of domestic order. 

Mrs. H. J. Willard believed in the sound prin- 
ciple of the classes from whom the 
housekeepers were to derive their help. There 
was no need of Familiarity between employer 
and employé, or of an tting-down in tho 
former's dignity, but a servant was re- 
proved it should be done with kindness, for 

EVEN SERVANTS WERE HUMAM 

and would yield to kindness where harsher 
means failed. She believed, too, in combina- 
tions of employers for mutual protection in 
dealing with this question. As for coOperanon, 
she was inclined to favor it if practicable, but, 
from her experience with women, had her 
doubts about its being so. 

Mrs. Babbit suggested that if codperation were 
good for anything it would be advisable to try 
it in laundry work,--the most tryi and 
thoroughly disagreeable labor in the wide field of 
housekeeping. 

Mrs. Starrett remarked that one fact clearly 

resented itself at the outset,—servants were a 

oreign element with which the housekeeper 
could never assimilate. Their employment was 
purely a business arrangement, and not for the 
pleasure of enjoying their company. The great 
desideratum was, therefure,a system by which 
they would do their work and then leave the 
housekeeper to herself. This could be accom- 

lished, in one way, by having one’s meais sent 
u, and by sending the sewing and the 
laundry work out. A mother should not 
be required to: do an more than to 
take care of her children and beautify her home.

THE NEXT MEETING. 

Resolutions were offered by Mr. Douseman, 
authorizing the Executive Committee to make 
arrangements for the next annual meeting, 
choosing such topics as to them may seem 
timely and important, assigning papers on such 
topics to the gentiemen most competent to treat 
upon them. The program is to be decided upon 
at least three months before the time fixed for 
the meeting, the gentlemen to whom the papers 
are assigned to be at once notified by the Secre- 
tary of what is expected from them. 

“THE FOOD OF YOUNG FISHES” 
was the subject of a paper by Prof. 8. A. Forbes, 
of the State Laboratory of Natural History of 
the University.at Normal, III. The writer stated 
that nothing nad been recorded, so far as the 
author could learn, respecting the food of young 
fishes in this country. This seemed a surprising 
fact. The feeding habits of the most important 
varieties of fresh-water food-fishes were re- 
viewed. The most prominent facts of pisci- 


cultural interest brought forward were the 
magnitude and intensity of the competition 
for life among the young of all or- 
ders of fishes, and the injury done 
the better olass of fishes by the predacenous 
class, and by catfish and sunfish, themselves 
protected from injury by their armors of pois- 
oned spines. 

B. F. Shaw, one of the Fish Commissioners of’ 
Iowa, the Association on the sub-

He referred to the decisiors of the courts in the 
cases of mill-owners who opposed the construc- 
tion of fishways on the ground that the law was 
unconstitutional. The gentleman also pre- 
sented the opinion of the Attorney-General of

“ THE GROWTH OF CARP” 

was the subject of a paper prepared by Mr. 
Fred Mather, Secretary of the Association. In- 
stances were recorded in the pages of natural 
history where a change of climate had com- 
letely changed the nature of animals; instanc- 
the cowardice of the British bulldog after 
bis acclimatization in India. tie referred to the 
enormous growth of the carp—as one of its most 
wonderful and important points—when trans- 
ferred to American waters, growing to twice or 
thrice the size in the same space of time which 
it did in Germany. The paper noted several in- 
stances where in a summer season carp in vari- 
ous ponds had increased in size by from ten to 
twelve inches. The largest growth known 
to have been attained by carp in America was 
at Macon, Ga., where E. Mitkowsky introduced 
some German carp into an old millpond in May 
last, when they were but two or three inches in 
length, and was surprised to find last month that 
three of the fish measured twenty, twenty-two, 
and twenty-five inches, respectively, in length. 
The paper gave some figures trom German fish- 
culturists and others to show that the growth of 

the orp wes unusually great. 

8. P. tlett, one of the Fish Commissioners 
of Illinois at Kankakee, remarked that he had 
received early in June last from Prof. Baird a 
few specimens of carp that measured from 
three and a half tosix inches length. A few 
wecks he found one of. the carp that 
measu twelve and half inches, and some of 
the others were no doubt longer than that. 

William H. Ballou, of Chicago, read a paper 
on the 

* PROTECTION OF FISHES OF LAKE MICHIGAN.” 
He stated that since 1876 the whitelish industry 
has been on the wane, so that many a pound-net 
has gone to ruin. No trout are caught from 
the pier or boats in the lower part of 
the lake as formerly; not even the old-time 
stri of perch is secured. These were great 
problems for consideration. Itdevolved on the 
Association to influence legislation for the ee 
tection of these fish. Whitetish seek the deep 
88 of the lake during cold and hot weather. 

y leave their winter quarters about May 20. 
for the feeding grounds, and scatter along the 
coasts. In October and November they leave the 
feeding for the spawning ground. It is dur- 
ing this migration that some _ stringent 
law is needed. By means of the gill-net—that 
terrible machine of destruction—vast numbers 
are taken by fishermen who follow them in their 
search for spawning grounds. It was a well- 
substantiated fact that during October and No- 
vember, when spawn is ripe in the whitefish, 
these nets and the boats tairly reek with the 
spawn and milt of captured victims. Hence, 
it was no wonder that consumer and fish- 
erman cry for legisiation for 
The annual decrease of whitefish is r cent 

r year for the past twenty years. ere are 
ninety-eight species of fish in Lake Michigan. 
2 States have no laws for their pro- 
tection. , 

Mr. Ballou closed his paper by recommending 
that a scientific committee be appointed to de- 
termine what protection is needed. Further, 
that another committee, consisting of 
members from each State, be anthvorized 
to present ‘the action of the Scientific 
Committee to their respective Legislatures, and 
that the Scientitic Committee confer with the 
United States Fish Commission relative to the 
necessity of urging upon Congress a National 
law for the protection and propagation of food- 
fi 


shes. 

Mr. Booth objected to the statementin the 
paper that gill-nets should not be used during 
the spawning season of whitefish. 

Mr. Clark, Assistant Fish Commissioner of 
Michigan, said that the prohibition of the use of 

li-nets would prevent the catching of herring, 

the also agreed with the author of the paper 
in the matter of extending proper protection 
to the tishes of Lake Michigan. 

Mr. Cameron, of Minnesota, presented a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to prepare a Congressional bill for the 
PROTECTION OF FISH IN THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


and tributaries, and report the same for the 
consideration of the next annual meeting of the 
Association. 

Mr. Ballou presented resolutions for the are. 
tection of whitefish in the lakes and providing 
for the appointment of a committee of three 
scientists to determine the time during which 
the catching of the fishes should be prohibited. 

The President said he could not support the 
resolutions, for the reason t he thought the 
Committee should be composed of practical 
fishermen instead of scientists, who would con- 
sider the matter from a purely scientific stand- 

int. 

Mr. Ballou thought the time could be divided 
so that the fishes might not be taken during the 
latter part of the spawning season, saf in the 
early part of November. 

The President wanted to know when the gen- 
tleman would have the fish taken. It was bet- 
ter to have them taken when they were going 
up to spawn than at any other time, and he re- 
ferred to the salmon as in their best state 
of perfection when about to spawn. 
He thought they should confine themselves 
more particularly to the propagation of fish 
than to their protection. 

Mr. Miller, of Michigan, said that if the United 
States would give the Commissioners a sufficient 
appropriation 

THEY WOULD STOCK THE LAKES 
so that the fishermen could catch the fishes in 
any way they might choose. 

Mr. Clark suggested that the fishermen pay a 
small fee for the privilege of fishing on the 
lakes, which would enable the Commissioners to 
stock the lakes with fishes. 

Mr. Booth thought that propagation should be 
paramount to protection. 

Mr. Ballou withdrew his resolntions. 

A letter was read from Seth Green. addressed 
to President Fairbank, in which the writer cave 
some of his methods of catching and feeding 
fish, and the result of some experiments in 
crossing several species of fish. Pound nets, he 
said, were very destructive to any variety of 
fish, unless the meshes were sufliciently large to 
allow the young fishes to escape. If nets were 
made so as to allow fish under a pound and a 
half in weight to pass through, there would be 
n& need of legislation. The Association passed 
him a vote of thanks. 

Mr. Clark gave some practical experience in 
retarding the growth of eggs, stating that his 
father had invented a refrigerating box for the 
reception of the eggs, which froze the moisture 
outside of the egg, but did not freeze the egg 
iteelf. The refrigerator could be used by any. 
one without the payment of royalty, although

They were up the creek 
nearly a mile, and as far as they could get, and 
of course were looking fora 8 day. 
The following day he captured a fine. female 
full of eggs, and quite ripe. All of those he saw 
in the creek he estimated would weigh from 
eight to ten pounds each. The one he caught 
weighed three and a half pounds, and one which 
he found up the creek a week later in shallow 
water, and which he picked up and put into deep 
water, he estimated would weigh ten pounds. 
He informs me that a month ago he 
saw a pair mach larger than un 
before mentioned, at the mouth of the 
creek, but they could not get over the little bar 
formed at the mouth. He estimated this pair 
would weigh twenty pounds each and that the 
female might go up to twenty-five pounds. He 
also saw ; decided indication of spawning 
nests in gravel about the mouth of the 
creek. All of which facts satisfy me that the 
salmon will not only attain a large size but will 
also breed in fresh water. Unlike Brigham 
Young, they find they can be very goud Mormons 
= — and multiply without going to a 
8 e. 

In conclusion I desire to call the attention of 
the Michigan and Wisconsin Commissioners: 
especially to this subject. I believe that b

on their part and by hatching the salmon by the 
million instead of by the thousand, that Lake 
Michigan and the creeksand rivers which emp 
into it can be made to abound with salmon. 
am of the opinion that the Atlantic salmon is 
preferabie to the California, if the eggs can be 
found in sufficient quantity. 

I began, and have continued with the latter in 
Geneva Lake for the reason that I could not get 
the Atlantic salmon eggs and could get from the 
United States Commissioners the California eggs 
in great quantity. 

I have mentioned particularily the Commis- 
sioners of Michigan and Wisconsin for the 
reason that they have virtually abandoned the 
prolification of the salmon for the reason that 
they have not yet seen any results of their early 
efforts. This I attribute to the very limited ex- 
tent of their work on this fish. A few hundred 
thousand per annum deposited in the extensive 
rivers and lakes of Michigan can hardly be ex- 
pected to manifest themselves to any great ex- 


tent. 
If I had 8 in Geneva Lake 10,000 to 
15,000 instead of 500,000, I have no doubt the sup- 
ply would have been so trifling as to hardly merit 
a continuance of the experiment.
